Cover.  The  Third  Baptist  Church,  also  known  as  the  North  Sanbornton

In  1839  the  church  was  moved  down  the  hill  into  the  North  Sanbornton 
area  known  as  Piper's  Mills.  In  1876  it  was  "tastefully  remodeled^  and 
was  rededicated  on  September  1(f  of  that  year  As  times  changed  and 
attendance  dropped  the  church  held  services  less  often  and  over  time 
the  building  fell  into  disrepair  Dunng  a  snowstorm  in  the  1970's  the  roof 
collapsed  and  the  building  had  to  be  demolished.  AH  that  remains  is  the 
cemetery  that  grew  beside  it  and  a  few  old  photographs  of  the  once 
much  used  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

This  past  year  we  have  seen  a  small  Town's  spirit  at  its  best.  Those  working  on 
the  proposal  for  the  library  addition  have  held  several  fundraisers  that  have 
been  extremely  successful,  not  just  in  raising  funds  but  in  raising  morale  and 
support.  A  second  dedicated  and  hard  working  group  is  the  committee  working 
on  the  senior  housing  project.  Although  there  may  be  some  differing  opinions 
on  the  location  of  the  housing,  we  ail  agree  there  is  a  need.  To  those  who  have 
worked  so  hard  and  long  on  these  projects,  thank  you. 

The  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Committee  deserves  our  thanks  as  well.  Waste 
disposal  costs  have  escalated  as  haulers  have  managed  to  build  monopolies 
leaving  towns  with  fewer  options,  at  higher  costs.  In  fact,  fees  had  to  be 
increased  this  year  to  keep  up  with  the  expense.  The  State  demand  for  the 
landfill  closure  has  also  placed  a  financial  burden  on  the  Town.  The  2001 
budget  contains  a  request  for  $600,000  to  close  the  landfill.  We  propose  to 
participate  in  the  state  revolving  loan  fund  to  finance  the  closure.  This 
committee  has  worked  hard  on  the  Town's  behalf  to  get  us  the  best  deal 
possible  under  difficult  circumstances. 

The  first  year  of  the  Steele  Hill  Road  project  went  well  and  plans  are  ongoing  for 
Phase  two  and  three.  The  second  request  for  funding  is  included  in  the  budget, 
and  Steele  Hill  Resorts  has  again  pledged  to  contribute  one  third  of  the  Town's 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  project  under  the  NHDOT  2:1  match  program. 

This  year,  the  Town  found  it  necessary  to  demolish  and  remove  the  old  building 
between  the  library  and  the  church.  The  building  started  out  as  the  horse  shed 
for  the  church.  Later,  when  school  was  being  held  in  the  old  Academy  building, 
it  v/as  used  as  the  "shop"  classroom.  Its  next  transformation  was  to  become 
our  fire  station.  It  last  served  as  storage  for  the  library.  Time  took  its  toll,  and 
the  building  became  a  hazard  so  this  past  year  the  selectmen  decided  to  have  it 
removed. 

The  Cemetery  Committee  has  done  an  amazing  job  in  identifying  and  listing 
many  of  those  buried  in  the  numerous  private  cemeteries  throughout  the  Town. 
This  project  is  ongoing.  In  the  lobby  of  the  Town  offices  there  is  a  book  and 
map  available  for  perusal.  With  the  recommendation  of  the  conservation 
commission,  the  selectmen  are  recommending  investigation  of  a  1.5  acre  parcel 
on  Hermit  Woods  Road  as  a  potential  Town  Cemetery.  A  small  appropriation 
for  investigative  purposes  is  being  requested. 

This  fall,  the  selectmen  hired  a  new  assessor,  Greg  Heyn  of  Milford.  Greg 
works  for  the  Town  on  a  part  time  basis.  In  addition  to  the  city  of  Manchester, 
Greg  does  assessing  in  several  other  small  towns.  We  all  will  miss  Scott 
Littlefield,  who  found  it  necessary  to  resign  due  to  ill  health. 
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(Board  of  Selectmen  continued) 

The  Recreation  Commission  is  to  be  complimented  for  the  many  fine  programs 
offered  this  past  year,  especially  their  summer  program.  We  received  many 
positive  comments  about  it  and  are  pleased  to  see  it  will  continue. 

This  year  we  are  asking  the  voters  to  allow  a  number  of  parcels  of  Town  land  to 
be  sold.  The  lots  range  in  size  from  .02  acre  to  13  acres.  Anyone  who  is 
interested  in  lots  proposed  for  sale  may  come  into  the  Town  offices  to  view 
them  on  the  tax  maps.  We  would  like  to  see  the  proceeds  from  their  sale 
earmarked  for  conservation,  library,  landfill,  and  Town  building  expansion. 

We  hope  many  of  you  took  the  opportunity  to  go  and  see  the  "Rendezvous"  held 
on  the  Corps  of  Engineers  land  down  by  the  river.  It  was  a  step  back  in  time. 
School  children  and  adults  were  enchanted.  We  have  invited  the  Northeast 
Primitive  Rendezvous  to  return,  and  look  forward  to  seeing  them  again. 

The  Town,  at  present,  is  a  party  to  two  lawsuits.  The  first  is  the  mass  appeal  of 
the  change  in  assessed  valuation  on  the  Winnisquam  Lakefront.  The  second 
involves  the  "Right  to  Know"  law  as  it  affects  nonpublic  portions  of  our 
meetings.  Both  are  reminders  of  the  fine  line  that  selectmen  must  walk  to  do 
their  job,  and  do  it  fairly.  Protecting  the  rights  of  one  party  can  sometimes  be 
perceived  as  violating  the  rights  of  another. 

The  Town  of  Sanbornton  has  experienced  significant  growth  in  the  past  year. 
Of  the  129  building  permits  issued  in  the  year  2000,  42  of  them  were  for  new 
homes.  We  welcome  new  residents  to  our  community  and  urge  you  to  become 
involved  in  Town  affairs.  As  a  small  Town,  much  of  the  work  is  done  by 
volunteer  boards  and  committees,  for  which  we  are  ever  so  grateful.  It  is  a 
great  way  contribute  to  your  community,  and  a  wonderful  way  to  meet  your 
neighbors! 

Lastly,  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  our  Town  employees 
for  their  dedicated  sen/ice  throughout  the  year.

Amendment  #1

Amend  Article  4  and  add  Paragraph  R  to  allow  Child  Day  Care  Facilities  as  a 
permitted  use  in  all  Districts  provided  certain  standards  are  met.  This 
amendment  also  provides  several  exemptions  that  would  not  require  Planning 
Board  Site  Plan  approval.

Because  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  Town's  trust  funds  were  not  complete  and  available  for  audit,  the  amounts  of 
assets,  liabilities,  revenues,  and  expenditures  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2000  are  not 
known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omissions  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraphs,  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material 
respects,  the  fmancial  position  of  the  Town  of  Sanbornton  as  of  December  31,  2000,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  meet  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month  and  the  public  is  always  welcome.  Conservation  is  abroad  term 
embracing  a  number  of  interests  related  to  natural  resources.  Hikers, 
fisherman,  hunters,  canoeists,  farmers,  foresters,  snowmobilers,  cross  country 
skiers,  educators  and  those  concerned  with  community  planning  are  all 
interested  in  natural  resources,  both  their  perspectives  on  what  constitutes  wise 
use  of  those  resources  may  vary  considerably.  The  varied  interests  and 
knowledge  of  each  member  of  the  Commission  guides  the  discussions  to 
consider  as  many  interests  as  possible  in  its  recommendations  for  "proper 
utilization  and  protection  of  the  natural  resources". 

The  Commission  inspected  and  reported  its  findings  and  recommendations  on 
many  standard  dredge  and  fill  applications  and  minimum  impact  applications  to 
NH  DES  Wetlands  Bureau  this  past  year.  The  construction/replacement  of 
docks,  retaining  walls  and  waterfront  beach  projects  are  the  types  of  proposed 
projects  the  commission  reviewed. 

This  past  year  a  consulting  forester  prepared  a  comprehensive  forest 
stewardship  plan  for  10  of  the  larger  town  owned  properties.  The  evaluation  of 
the  1998  ice  storm  damage  was  the  priority  but  the  stewardship  plan  included  a 
multi-use  management  approach  for  these  properties.  In  the  coming  year  the 
commission  will  be  working  with  the  forester  to  oversee  timber  harvests  on 
these  parcels  and  to  evaluate  other  town  owned  parcels  for  their  conservation 
value. 

In  January  2000,  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  commission  (LRPC)  chose 
Hopkinson  Hill  as  an  important  natural  resource  area  in  Sanbornton  and  worthy 
of  protection  in  its  Regional  Environmental  Protection  Program  (REPP).  This 
coming  year  the  Commission  may  be  asked  to  participate  financially  in  projects 
to  protect  open  space.  Proposed  projects  will  be  evaluated  for  their 
conservation  value  and  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  Sanbornton. 

The  Commission  accepted  the  resignation  of  Wayne  Smart,  Don  Miller,  Ralph 
Jesseman  and  Hal  Graham,  and  the  Commission  thanks  them  for  their 
volunteer  efforts.  The  conservation  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  groups 
and  individuals  who  have  maintained  our  Sanbornton  trails  for  all  to  enjoy.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Sanbornton  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  272  calls  for 
assistance.  105  of  these  calls  were  fires,  86  calls  were  for  nnedical  aid,  67  were 
for  nnotor  vehicle  accidents,  and  14  were  service  calls.  Our  Fire  Prevention 
Team  visited  numerous  schools  in  town  teaching  the  importance  of  being 
prepared  in  an  emergency.  Lt.  Scott  Taylor  and  Capt.  Craig  Simpson  provided 
interactive  demonstrations  along  with  a  wealth  of  book  knowledge  and  extensive 
career  experience.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  their  dedication  to  this  very 
important  cause. 

The  addition  of  our  used  ambulance  and  replacement  of  our  very  mature  fire 
truck  have  made  this  a  big  year  for  our  department.  The  ambulance  has 
provided  us  an  effective  and  reliable  piece  of  equipment  to  help  those  in  need, 
while  also  allowing  department  members  to  increase  skill  levels  to  keep  up  with 
local  and  national  requirements.  The  addition  of  the  fire  truck,  which  bears  a 
plaque  recognizing  Sanbornton's  first  Fire  Chief,  George  S.  Currier,  has  allowed 
us  the  ability  to  have  multi  purpose  rescue  and  attack  truck  at  central  station, 
therefore  moving  a  much  newer  piece  of  apparatus  to  the  Chapel  side  of  town. 

We  enjoyed  a  very  successful  open  house  this  year  which  was  held  in 
conjunction  with  Fire  Prevention  Week  in  October.  Many  citizens  visited  the 
department  to  witness  the  dedication  of  the  fire  truck  mentioned  above,  as  well 
as  ask  questions,  have  their  blood  pressure  screened,  and  even  get  some 
snacks.  The  kids  got  to  try  their  luck  at  hosing  down  a  miniature  building  with  a 
fire  hose.  We  are  already  busy  planning  for  next  years'  festivities.  These  will 
be  held  again  in  conjunction  with  National  Fire  Prevention  Week,  October  7* 
thru  13*^  2001.  The  Open  House  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  October  13,  2001. 
so  plan  ahead.  We  would  love  to  see  you  there. 

The  State  of  NH  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols,  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  system  combined  with  reports  from  citizens 
aid  in  the  quick  response  from  your  local  department.  These  factors  are  critical 
in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and 
suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.  Due  to  permitting  and  fire  safety 
concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire  department  before  doing  any  outside 
burning. 

Please  be  sure  to  maintain  your  assigned  street  number  at  your  residence.  In 
an  emergency  seconds  count,  and  if  we  need  to  spend  time  trying  to  find  your 
street  number  it  could  cost  us  what  we  have  the  least  of... time. 

The  Sanbornton  Fire  Department  is  always  looking  for  interested  community 
members  to  join  us  in  our  cause.  Anyone  interested  in  joining  is  asked  to 
please  call  or  visit  the  Sanbornton  Fire  Department.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &  STATE  FOREST  RANGER'S  REPORT 

There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention, 
and  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  2000  fire  season 
was  below  average  as  referenced  in  the  statistics  below.  Despite  this,  our 
network  of  fire  towers  and  detection  patrols  were  still  quite  busy  with  the  fire 
towers  being  first  to  report  over  135  fires.  These  fires  were  quickly  and 
accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire  department  for  their  prompt  and  effective 
suppression  efforts.  Wildland  fires  occurring  in  areas  where  homes  are  situated 
in  the  woodlands  area  serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters. 
Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green 
space  around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly  identified  with 
street  numbers.  Please  contact  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau  to  request  a 
brochure  to  assist  you  in  assessing  fire  safety  around  your  home  and 
woodlands. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required 
before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open 
burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow  where  the  burning 
will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-1:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  Forest  Rangers  have 
investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timer  harvest  and 
forest  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compliance.  If  you 
have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our 
office  at  271-2217,  or  for  general  information  visit  our  website  at 
www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  system  and  reports  from  citizens 
aid  in  the  quick  response  form  local  fire  departments.  These  factors  are  critical 
in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and 
suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.  Due  to  permitting  and  fire  safety 
concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire  department  BEFORE  using  portable 
outdoor  fire  places  and  vessels,  including  those  constructed  of  clay,  concrete  or 
wire  mesh.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  2000  Highway  Black  Grant  projects  were:  Paving  portions  of  Hueber  Drive, 
reclainning,  new  culverts  and  paving  portions  of  Weeks,  Burleigh  Hill  and  March 
Road.  The  remainder  of  the  Block  Grant  was  used  on  Knox  Mountain  Road  for 
new  culverts,  widening  and  reshaping  ditches  in  a  problem  area. 

We  have  begun  an  extensive  drainage  and  ditching  program  on  all  of  the  town 
roads,  and  it  is  working  very  well.  This  is  why  I  am  asking  for  additional  money 
to  rent  specialized  equipment  (rubber  tire  excavator  with  grading  bucket)  to 
speed  up  the  process  which  would  save  us  money  from  washouts.  This 
process  leaves  us  with  a  lot  of  excess  material,  so  we  are  always  looking  for 
places  to  dump  fill,  as  close  to  where  we  are  working  as  possible.  Please  do 
not  hesitate  to  ask  for  some,  it  saves  us  time,  trucking  and  money. 

We  have  also  been  replacing  culverts  all  over  town.  There  are  many  more  that 
need  to  be  replaced  as  traffic  increases  many  are  too  short  or  collapse  from 
age.  This  was  also  an  added  expense  since  there  was  no  money  appropriated 
for  culverts  last  year. 

We  have  researched  and  tried  out  many  loaders  this  year.  I  believe  the  town  is 
getting  a  very  good  deal  for  the  Volvo  L70D  that  I  have  chosen.  As  many  of  you 
know  we  have  needed  a  new  one  for  quite  some  time.  Most  of  the  money  is  in 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Mowing  the  road  sides  was  improved  this  year  when  I  had  to  replace  the  mower 
on  the  tractor.  The  old  one  was  worn  out  and  too  expensive  to  repair.  That  is 
why  we  didn't  get  all  of  the  roads  mowed  this  year.  Next  year  we  will  begin  with 
the  ones  that  weren't  done  this  year. 

I  have  also  started  a  program  of  making  sure  the  roads  are  treated  or  plowed  by 
6:30  a.m.  for  the  morning  commuters.  All  the  feedback  has  been  positive. 

It  has  been  noticed  by  the  Highway  Department  that  many  people  are  plowing 
the  snow  from  their  driveways  across  town  roads.  Please  don't  do  this,  as  it 
can  be  very  dangerous  for  many  reasons.  All  driveways  should  be  plowed  in 
towards  your  property,  not  across  roadways. 

In  closing  please  bear  with  us  as  we  improve  and  maintain  our  roads.

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HIGHWAY  SAFETY-TRANSPORTATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Sanbornton  Highway  Safety/TAC  comnnittee  dealt  with  nnany  issues  in 
2000.  Including  monitoring  the  Steele  Hill  Road  construction  project  and  nnany 
issues  related  to  unsafe  intersections,  speed  limits  and  stop  signs. 

The  committee  has  met  with  State  Officials  on  the  road  design  of  Steele  Hill 
Road  and  have  been  assured  that  the  Woodman  Road  intersection  will  be 
reconstructed  in  such  a  way  to  increase  visibility  and  greatly  reduce  the  risk  of 
accidents.  The  members  also  helped  to  address  concerns  of  speeding  vehicles 
in  Sanbornton  square  by  having  the  speed  limit  reduction  signs  moved  further 
north  of  the  square  and  also  by  purchasing  signs  which  were  erected  on  the 
yellow  line  from  the  Sanbornton  post  office  to  the  intersection  of  Gulf  Road.  We 
have  received  positive  feedback  from  the  residents  that  live  in  this  portion  of  the 
square.  The  committee  has  also  looked  at  the  intersection  of  Upper  Bay  and 
Bay  Road  to  see  what  changes  can  be  made  to  make  this  a  safer  intersection. 
Those  changes  are  in  the  works  and  we  have  already  discussed  them  with  the 
State. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  committee  who  volunteer  their  time  to 
help  make  Sanbornton  roads  safer  for  all  of  us.  I  would  also  like  to  remind 
people  who  have  highway  safety  concerns  to  contact  the  committee  through  the 
Town  Office  or  Police  Department  so  that  we  may  address  these  concerns  at 
our  next  meeting. 

The  Sanbornton  Highway  Safety/TAC  Committee  meets  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  each  month  at  the  Life  Safety  Building.  Meetings  begin  at 
7:00pm.

The  Historic  District  Commission  lias  been  entrusted  and  empowered  "To 
recognize  and  maintain  those  natural  and  structural  features  within  the  Historic 
District  which  are  historically,  culturally  or  architecturally  significant  and  which 
characterize  the  Town  of  Sanbomton."

Other  projects  included  updating  the 
photo  survey  of  the  buildings  within  the  District,  erecting  a  sign  to  mark  the 
location  of  the  historic  Town  Pound,  and  the  purchase  of  reference  materials, 
which  are  available  for  public  use  at  the  library. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Historic  District  Commission  for 
dedicating  their  time  and  efforts  to  preserving  the  character  of  the  Historic 
District.  The  Commission  welcomes  the  input  and  inquiries  of  interested 
persons  at  its  meetings.

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OFFICE  OF  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

Although  no  big  emergencies  occurred  in  2000,  the  Office  of  Emergency 
Management  was  busy  maintaining  the  town's  emergency  operations  manual. 
A  new  listing  of  emergency  resources  has  been  developed  along  with  a  new 
guideline  for  hazardous  materials  as  written  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Office  of  Emergency  Management. 

Many  years  of  training  finally  paid  off  for  me  as  I  attained  the  level  of 
Emergency  Management  Director  III.  With  this  accolade,  I  hope  to  be  able  to 
continue  to  bring  to  the  residents  of  Sanbornton  the  highest  level  of  emergency 
preparedness  that  can  be  provided.  Combining  the  expertise  of  the  Fire 
Department,  Police  Department,  Highway  Department  and  the  Office  of 
Emergency  Management,  you  the  citizens  of  Sanbornton,  can  be  very  proud  of 
your  emergency  services. 

In  2001,  I  plan  to  attend  several  workshops  dealing  with  flood  mitigation  and 
severe  weather  emergencies.  In  May,  I  plan  to  go  to  the  National  Fire  Academy 
in  Emmitsburg,  Maryland  for  a  week  long  seminar  on  Emergency  Operations 
Center  Operations  During  a  Mass  Casualty  incident  dealing  with  a  major  loss  of 
life,  i.e.:  plane  crash/hazardous  materials. 

A  goal  for  2001  is  to  have  the  Life  Safety  Building  retrofitted  for  emergency 
power.  The  State  Office  of  Emergency  Management  has  acquired  100  portable 
trailer  generators  of  various  sizes  for  use  by  towns  that  need  emergency  power 
during  times  of  power  outages.  The  object  for  these  generators  is  to  maintain 
power  to  the  emergency  operations  center  at  the  Life  Safety  Building  and  power 
to  the  Town  Office.  These  units  will  be  delivered  to  the  towns  in  need  by  the  NH 
Army  National  Guard.  If  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee  accept  a  bid 
proposal,  a  warrant  article  will  be  presented  at  town  meeting  to  enclose  the 
amount  of  the  retrofit. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  support  of  this  office  and  look  forward  to 
serving  the  residents  of  Sanbornton  in  the  years  ahead.

During  this  past  year  we  nnade  very  good  progress,  aitJioughi  not  the  great  surge 
forward  that  we  had  achieved  in  the  previous  year,  our  first  year  as  a 
comnnittee. 

Copies  of  the  "Sanbornton  Graveyard  Book",  listing  all  the  gravesites  that  we 
know  of  so  far,  are  in  the  Town  Offices,  the  Library  and  the  Historical  Society. 
The  master  is  in  the  Town  Office  safe. 

We  hope  that  funds  will  be  available  in  2001  to  produce  a  new,  more  complete 
book  as  we  have  changed  the  format  to  incorporate  more  information  but  not 
printed  it  out  as  of  yet. 

The  current  Master  Graveyard  Map  has  been  created  and  is  framed  on  the  wall 
at  the  entrance  of  the  Town  Offices.  I  will  continue  to  update  the  gravesites  list 
with  the  GPS  satellite  locations. 

To  recap  our  initial  goals: 

a.)  To  record  all  known  graveyards  and  gravesite  information 

b.)  To  show  all  graveyards  on  a  map  of  the  town(s) 

c.)  To  find  a  possible  location  for  a  Town  Cemetery 

A.)  All  the  1841  graveyards  have  been  recorded  as  outlined  above 

B.)  The  map  is  as  complete  as  we  have  information  for,  but  not  all  graveyards 

have  been  found 
C.)  The  first  site  was  turned  down  at  a  special  meeting  held  without  the 

committee's  knowledge 

I  thank  all  the  Committee  members  for  the  time  and  effort  in  helping  to  add 
information  to  the  Master  File  and  trust  that  support  will  continue  in  the  effort  to 
find  more  graveyards  and  clear  them  for  future  generations  to  admire.

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TRUSTEE  OF  GRAVEYARDS  AND  CEMETERIES  REPORT 

The  year  2000  was  a  year  for  the  continuation  of  the  extensive  progress  made 
in  the  previous  year  concentrating  on  getting  rid  of  much  of  the  thick  buildup  of 
leaves  that  had  accumulated  over  the  preceding  years.  The  goal  of  increasing 
the  number  of  graveyards  checked,  cleared  tidied  and  mowed  was  achieved  in 
addition  to  this,  and  I  appreciate  the  many  people  who  took  the  time  to  stop  and 
comment  positively  about  the  work. 

Again  the  total  of  about  900  graves  were  kept  cleared  and  mowed.  Some 
graveyards  had  to  be  mowed  six  times  to  keep  them  looking  tidy  and  thanks 
again  to  those  who  have  assisted  in  this  effort,  especially  Millie  Shaw,  Larry 
Smith,  Joanne  Berry  and  Peter  Hibberd. 

Joanne  is  an  "Adopt  a  Graveyard"  volunteer  and  has  helped  maintain  the 
graveyards  on  Philbrook  Road,  and  late  in  the  year  the  Sanbornton  Girl  Scouts 
Troop  #2639  has  volunteered  to  "Adopt"  the  March  Road  graveyard.  This  will 
enable  me  to  spend  more  time  on  other  graveyards. 

We  were  fortunate  to  work  with  the  landowner  to  clear  about  half  of  the  area  of 
the  William  Burleigh  graveyard  and  the  Moses  Leavitt  graveyard,  we  will  find 
and  help  to  "save"  more  graveyards  this  year. 

In  2000  the  cost  of  the  upkeep  went  down  to  about  $1 .25  per  gravesite. 

We  still  have  many  gravesites  that  are  out  in  the  middle  of  woods  or  pastures 
that  we  have  not  located  as  yet,  but  we  will  keep  looking.  As  I  find  the 
overgrown  sites  they  will  be  referred  to  the  Cemetery/Graveyard  Committee  to 
bring  to  a  condition  that  can  be  continually  cared  for. 

I  encourage  anyone  who  wants  to  "adopt  a  graveyard"  to  contact  me.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

In  March  2000,  the  town  passed  all  six  proposed  zoning  amendnnents.  The  first 
and  second  zoning  amendments  allow  a  new  permitted  use.  This  permitted  use 
is  for  an  Outdoor  Recreational  Facility,  which  is  for  passive  outdoor  activities, 
such  as  cross-country  skiing  and  equestrian  pursuits.  An  Outdoor  Recreational 
Facility  is  a  permitted  use  in  ail  Districts  following  site  plan  approval  by  the 
Planning  Board.  The  third  zoning  amendment  allows  two  levels  of  Home 
Occupation.  Level  One  Home  Occupation  does  not  require  any  further 
approvals  provided  all  the  conditions  are  met.  Level  Two  Home  Occupation 
requires  site  plan  approval  from  the  Planning  Board.  The  fourth  zoning 
amendment  allows  an  optional  alternative  to  a  conventional  subdivision.  This 
option  is  entitled  "Open  Space  Zoning".  The  purpose  of  open  space  zoning  is  to 
provide  more  flexibility  in  lot  layout  design,  while  permanently  protecting  open 
space  areas,  such  as  agricultural  fields  or  contiguous  tracts  of  forestland.  Open 
Space  Zoning  also  offers  the  opportunity  for  future  agricultural  or  forest 
management  use  of  these  protected  open  areas. 

The  last  two  zoning  amendments  were  submitted  by  petition.  These  two  zoning 
amendments  eliminated  the  Highway  Commercial  District  from  the  last  two 
privately  owned  parcels  at  exit  22.  The  two  parcels  are  now  part  of  the 
Agricultural  District  and  the  General  Residential  District.  Currently,  there  is  only 
one  parcel  of  Highway  Commercial  District  remaining.  This  remaining  piece  is 
located  within  the  Interstate  right-of-way. 

This  year  an  interested  citizen  approached  the  Board  concerning  "recreational 
campgrounds".  After  discussion  with  the  Joint  Boards  and  Department  heads, 
the  Planning  Board  drafted  proposed  zoning  for  2001  for  recreational 
campgrounds.  The  intent  is  to  allow  only  tent  and  recreational  vehicle 
campgrounds  and  not  for  mobile  home  parks.  The  Board  has  proposed 
comprehensive  conditions  for  the  recreational  campgrounds,  including  but  not 
limited  to  road  design  and  layout,  septic  facilities,  drinking  water  supplies,  and 
limits  for  occupancy,  and  assurance  that  the  campground  is  only  for  temporary 
and  recreational  use,  not  as  a  permanent  facility. 

The  following  three  proposed  zoning  amendments  for  2001  are  basically 
housekeeping  issues.  One  is  to  correct  existing  wording  for  Private  Family 
Cemeteries.  The  other  two  are  to  notify  the  police  chief,  fire  chief,  and  health 
officer  of  proposed  home  occupation  proposals.  This  wording  historically  was 
included  for  home  occupations  but  was  omitted  in  the  rewriting  last  year.  The 
zoning  amendment  also  further  defines  what  activities  constitute  a  home 
occupation,  such  as  allowing  some  retail  sales  that  are  related  to  the  goods  or 
services  rendered  by  the  home  occupation. 

Please  take  the  time  to  vote  on  these  zoning  amendments  at  the  March 
2001  election.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  year  2000  was  a  busy  and  challenging  one  for  the  Sanbornton  Police 
Department.  The  Department  answered  over  3400  calls  for  service  and  were 
called  upon  to  make  more  than  350  arrests. 

The  Police  Department  has  also  installed  mobile  data  terminals  to  it's  police 
vehicles.  Theses  terminals  allow  officers  to  receive  instant  motor  vehicle 
information  on  all  vehicles  that  are  stopped,  run  checks  on  stolen  property  and 
check  for  active  arrest  warrants  all  from  within  the  confines  of  their  patrol  cars. 
It  has  also  made  it  possible  for  all  officers  in  the  county  to  monitor  each  other, 
officers  on  calls  and  car  stops  can  be  monitored  for  safety  reasons.  These 
terminals  are  truly  state  of  the  art  and  were  provided  from  a  Belknap  County 
Sheriffs  Office  grant  at  no  charge  to  the  town.  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for 
their  support. 

1  would  like  to  encourage  our  residents  to  take  part  in  some  of  our  programs 
such  as  child  find,  daily  call  programs  and  our  firearms  safety  courses.  I  feel 
strongly  about  their  effectiveness. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Sanbornton  Police  Relief  Association  for  all  the  work 
they  did  in  the  community  this  year.  The  organization  was  very  active  and  I 
know  their  efforts  made  a  difference  in  many  lives. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  for  their  continued  support,  it  is 
noticed  and  greatly  appreciated.  I  can  assure  you  that  the  members  of  this 
department  are  exceptionally  qualified  and  well  trained.  They  work  hard  to  see 
that  we  all  receive  the  best  police  protection  available.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  2000,  the  Public  Welfare  Departnnent  has  assisted  sixteen  families  in 
Sanbornton.  Help  consisted  of  fuel,  rent/mortgage,  utilities  and  food 
expenditures.  Forty-nine  vouchers  were  written  to  assist  these  fannilies  in  need 
with  the  total  expensed  of  $19,935.01. 

Families  also  took  advantage  of  the  Tilton-Northfield-Sanbornton  Fund,  the 
Crisis  Reserve  Fund,  and  the  Sanbornton  Bay  Homemakers,  Congregational 
Church,  and  St.  Vincent  DePaul  Society. 

The  total  reimbursement  to  the  Town  for  assistance  totaled  $816.20. 

I  was  elected  to  Overseer  in  March  2000  and  assumed  the  duties  of  the 
previous  Overseer,  Joanne  Boyce.

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SANBORNTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  library  has  had  a  very  busy  year  with  our  regular  services  continuing  and 
growing,  and  the  added  process  of  the  largest  fund  raising  programs  to  date. 
We  have  raised  about  $50,000  for  the  new  addition  (which  includes  the  capital 
reserve  voted  March  2000). 

Programs  for  pre-school  through  5*  grade  were  continued,  with  the  classes 
from  Sanbornton  Central  using  the  library  during  the  school  year.  Most  of  the 
adult  programs  this  year  were  the  fund-raisers,  where  many  town  and 
neighboring  town  residents  worked  hard  for  the  future  new  addition.  Many 
thanks  to  all  who  helped  on  all  of  our  projects. 

Our  largest  fundraising  effort  was  a  letter  of  appeal  for  donations.  It  was  sent  to 
all  town  taxpayers  and  to  town  and  area  businesses.  We  had  a  wonderful 
response  to  this  letter.  All  responses  were  very  positive  toward  our  project,  and 
this  gave  us  the  encouragement  to  push  ahead  with  more  effort  for  the  plan. 
We  also  had  food  sales,  craft/flea  market,  and  book  sales.  We  had  our  2"^^ 
Appraisal  day  in  July  and  our  second  Silent  Auction,  which  was  held  at  the  Den 
Brae  Golf  Course  on  Old  Home  Day.  There  are  so  many  people  who  have 
responded  to  our  appeals  that  the  list  would  be  too  long  for  this  report,  but  we 
want  to  give  a  special  than  you  to  our  student  building  project  advisor,  Andrew 
Wyman,  for  his  continued  commitment  to  us  and  especially  for  the  thank  you 
card  he  designed  on  the  computer  for  us.  Our  young  people  are  every 
important  to  the  library  and  at  this  time  we  would  also  like  to  thank  Marie  Giunta 
and  Quinn  Barbour  for  their  volunteer  work  on  Saturdays  at  the  library.  These 
students  are  very  busy  with  school  work,  sports,  and  other  activities,  but  all  are 
a  great  asset  for  the  library. 

This  summer  we  were  happy  to  engage  the  services  of  Peter  OIney,  who 
specializes  in  Historic  Buildings,  as  Architect  for  the  addition.  He  has  designed 
and  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  working  out  details  for  making  the  best  use  of  the 
new  space  while  meeting  the  needs  of  the  staff  and  users  of  the  library.  Plans 
are  at  the  library  for  all  to  see. 

In  November,  Library  Director,  Priscilla  Bodwell,  announced  that  she  would  like 
to  decrease  her  hours  starting  in  January  2001.  However,  she  wished  to 
continue  with  the  building  project,  to  see  it  to  its  completion.  During  the  search 
for  a  new  director,  the  trustees  found  that  the  newly  retired  director  from  Gilford 
Library,  Diane  Mitton,  was  willing  to  work  part  time  here  and  negotiations 
developed  for  a  share  job,  for  Priscilla  &  Diane.  As  Co-Directors,  each  will  work 
half  of  the  hours  and  will  work  out  a  plan  to  divide  the  duties  of  the  job.  The 
staff  is  happy  with  the  new  arrangement  and  the  patrons  also  have  had  a  very 
positive  response.  Both  of  these  employees  are  very  experienced  in  the  library 
administrative  field  and  we  are  pleased  to  have  them  committed  to  Sanbornton 
Library.

As  final  note  for  this  report,  we  thank  the  Budget  Comnnittee  and  the  Selectnnen 
for  their  support  of  the  library  addition.

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SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Solid  Waste  Connmlttee  has  had  a  very  busy  year.  We  started  off  by 
looking  at  the  disposal  fees  versus  our  costs.  This  resulted  in  raising  rates  to 
offset  expenses  and  coincide  with  Town  policy. 

Then  we  dug  back  into  the  landfill  closure  issue.  Working  with  our  engineer 
(Nelson  &  Ward  Associates)  Greg  Ward  proposed  a  timeline  to  make  things 
easier  to  accomplish  the  project.  By  following  this  we  were  able  to  go  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee  with  a  proposal  for  Town  Meeting.  The 
closure  cost  is  $600,000.  This  includes  capping  the  landfill,  drainage/sediment 
pond  fencing,  and  a  monitoring  system.  We  will  be  getting  our  clay  from  the 
Highway  Department  site,  thus  creating  more  working  space  for  them.  We  are 
currently  working  on  a  grant  to  reduce  the  taxpayers  obligation.  This  is  only  a 
portion  of  the  cost.  There  will  be  some  excess  clay  that  the  Town  should  sell  to 
reduce  our  cost.  The  balance  will  come  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  State 
Revolving  Loan  Fund,  and  a  current  year  taxation  cost. 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  came  to  the  Selectmen  early  this  fall 
to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a  permanent  Household  Hazardous  Waste  site.  The 
yearly  collection  day  has  grown  very  well.  Over  the  last  couple  of  years  on 
collection  day  a  question  was  asked  if  the  area  would  support  a  permanent  site. 
78%  of  the  public  said  yes.  The  director  asked  if  Sanbornton  would  be 
interested  in  participating  in  a  committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  such  a  site. 
The  Selectmen  said  yes  but  not  to  have  the  site  in  Sanbornton  because  of  the 
Aquifer  District  and  no  other  suitable  site  was  available.  They  appointed  Ralph 
Carter  and  Tim  Grant  as  the  representatives.  I  am  happy  to  report  the  first 
meeting  was  January  24*'',  2001.  It  was  well  represented  by  the  Lakes  Region 
communities.  There  is  a  very  serious  interest  I  the  project  moving  forward.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  REPORT 

The  Sanbomton  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  heard  nine  cases  in  2000:  two 
were  seeking  Special  Exception,  and  seven  were  seeking  Variance. 

The  Zoning  Board  is  a  board  comprised  of  ten  residents,  five  of  whom  are 
members  and  five  are  alternate  members.  Currently,  there  is  an  opening  for 
one  additional  member.  All  ten  members  are  appointed  for  three-year  terms 
and  are  allowed  to  hear  and  vote  on  any  appeal  before  the  board.  The  Board 
can  hear  appeals  from  individuals  who  feel  wronged  by  inflexible  zoning 
ordinance  requirements  and/or  administrative  decisions  of  other  town  boards. 
Special  Exceptions  to  our  zoning  ordinance  can  also  be  granted  by  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment.  Appearing  before  the  Zoning  Board  provides  residents 
the  first  step  in  the  appeals  process  before  entering  the  court  system.  Decisions 
of  the  Zoning  Board  are  based  on  State  Law,  legal  precedent,  and  our  town 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

As  stated  in  Article  1  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  the  Sanbomton  Zoning 
Ordinance  exists  "for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  morals, 
prosperity,  convenience  or  general  welfare,  as  well  as  efficiency  and  economy  in 
the  process  of  development  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sanbomton,  New 
Hampshire,  by  securing  safety  from  fire,  panic  and  other  dangers,  providing 
adequate  areas  between  buildings  and  various  rights-of-way,  by  preserving  the 
rural  charm  now  attached  to  our  Town,  the  promotion  of  good  civic  design  and 
arrangements,  wise  and  efficient  expenditure  of  public  funds,  and  the  adequate 
provision  of  public  utilities  and  other  public  requirements,  and  by  other  means." 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  meets  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month, 
as  applications  require,  but  applicants  should  inquire  with  the  clerk  for  the  exact 
date  in  any  given  month.  Applications  for  special  exceptions  or  variance  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Selectmen's  Office.  Completed  applications  should  be 
returned  by  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  appeal  is  scheduled  to  be 
heard. 

Interested  residents  are  invited  to  attend  the  hearing  scheduled  in  any  month. 
Notice  of  hearing  and  meeting  minutes  are  posted  publicly  and  are  a  matter  of 
public  record.

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COMMUNITY  HEALTH  &  HOSPICE  REPORT 

Community  Health  &  Hospice,  Inc.  is  a  Medicare  certified,  Joint  Commission 
accredited,  not-for-profit  home  care,  hospice,  and  community  service  agency 
which  provides  service  to  all  of  Belknap  County.  During  FY  2000,  the  agency 
provided  just  under  500  home  visit  services  to  residents  of  Sanbornton. 
Primarily,  these  services  involved  the  skills  of  home  visiting  registered  nurses, 
physical,  and  occupational  therapists,  certified  nursing  assistants  and  trained 
homemakers.  In  addition,  the  agency  provided  hospice  end-of  life  clinical  and 
support  services  to  11  families.  Hospice  visits  encompass  a  variety  of  support 
services,  including  the  clinical  services  of  a  nurse,  counselors,  spiritual  support, 
personal  care,  volunteer  support,  medications,  and  medical  equipment. 

Community  Health  &  Hospice  uses  community  dollars  to  provide  services  for 
those  who  have  little  or  no  means  of  paying  for  service  and  to  provide 
community  matching  dollars  for  special  programs.  These  programs  include 
hospice,  homemaker,  and  companion  services  that  help  to  keep  the  ill,  aging, 
and  infirm  in  their  own  homes,  as  well  as  community  clinics  and  pediatric  care 
coordination. 

Lastly,  Community  Health  &  Hospice  offers  a  number  of  non-home  based 
services  that  enhance  the  wellness  of  the  community.  These  include 
Immunization  Services  for  Children,  Alzheimer's  respite  and  support,  blood 
pressure  clinics,  flu  clinics,  and  child  developmental  evaluation.  During  the  past 
year,  65  Sanbornton  individuals  or  families  participated  in  these  program 
services. 

Community  Health  &  Hospice  is  pleased  to  provide  these  services  to 
Sanbornton  residents.  We  are  interested  in  additional  ways  our  services  can 
improve  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  community.  Your  suggestions  are 
welcome.

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LAKES  REGION  CHILD  AND  FAMILY  SERVICES  REPORT 

In  July  2000,  Lakes  Region  Family  Services  and  Child  and  Fannily  Services  of 
New  Hannpshire  nnerged.  Lakes  Region  Family  Services  is  a  not-for-profit  multi- 
service agency  that  has  provided  services  to  central  New  Hampshire  residents 
since  1976.  Child  and  Family  Services  is  New  Hampshire's  oldest  charitable 
social  service  organization  that  has  been  serving  New  Hampshire  children  and 
families  for  150  years. 

The  joining  of  these  two  organizations  significantly  increases  the  availability  of 
social  services  to  the  town  of  Sanbornton  and  strengthens  existing 
programming. 

Child  and  Family  Services  has  offices  in  Laconia  at  95  Water  Street  and  in 
Franklin  at  20  Canal  Street. 

Town  support  combined  with  other  funds  enables  us  to  offer  a  wide  variety  of 
services  to  Sanbornton  residents  on  a  sliding  scale  basis.  No  one  is  denied 
service  because  of  an  inability  to  pay. 

Family  and  Children's  Counseling  Professional  social  workers  provide 
counseling  services  that  utilize  individual  and  family  strengths  to  address  a  wide 
variety  of  problems  including  death,  divorce,  substance  use,  abuse  and  neglect, 
and  other  social  and  mental  health  issues. 

Adoption  Services  help  insure  that  children  being  adopted  are  placed  in  good 
families  who  are  prepared  for  parenting  and  ready  for  the  unique  joys  and 
challenges  of  raising  and  adopted  child.  Services  are  also  available  after  the 
adoption  is  final  for  adoptive  parents,  their  children  and  birth  parents. 

Child  Health  Support  provides  parent  aides  to  assist  families  who  have 
abused  or  neglected  children  to  solve  the  problems  that  led  to  the  abuse  or 
neglect  and  to  strengthen  the  family. 

Integrated  Home  Based  Services  prevents  recurrence  of  abuse,  neglect  and 
delinquency  through  provision  of  an  integrated  series  of  services  designed  to 
meet  the  specific  family's  needs. 

Intensive  Tracking  and  Supervision  helps  prevent  placement  through 
provision  of  community  based  family  counseling,  intensive  supervision,  and 
support  to  CHINS  or  delinquent  youth  and  their  families. 

Group  Home  provides  long-term  residential  care  and  emergency  overnight 
shelter  for  youth  between  the  ages  of  13  and  18. 

During  2000  town  funds  helped  us  to  serve  18  residents  of  Sanbornton.

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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

LRPC,  with  a  service  area  covering  over  1,200  square  miles  in  Belknap,  Carroll, 
Grafton  and  Merrimack  Counties,  is  one  of  nine  regional  planning  agencies 
established  by  state  statute.  We  continued  to  have  a  very  busy  year.  Our  work 
program  remains  full  with  activities  such  as  local  planning  assistance,  circuit 
rider  planning,  regional  information  systems  &  mapping,  transportation 
planning,  economic  development,  and  natural  resources  planning.  We  are 
funded  through  multiple  sources  including  local  dues  contributed  by  member 
municipalities.  LRPC  was  called  upon  many  times  each  week  to  provide  local 
technical  advice,  and  to  respond  to  requests  for  service.  We  have  also 
continued  to  maintain  a  regular  dialogue  with  those  state  agencies  that  depend 
on  us  as  a  resource  for  the  entire  Lakes  Region.  Our  goal  remains  to  provide 
support  and  leadership  to  the  region,  its  governments,  businesses,  and  citizens. 

A  few  of  our  accomplishments  over  the  past  year  are  as  follows: 

♦  Updated  the  Region's  Transportation  Plan  which  lays  the  ground  work  for 
future  transportation-related  projects.  Initiated  the  update  of  the  2000 
Regional  Transportation  Improvement  Program. 

♦  In  cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association,  LRPC 
organized  a  day-long  workshop  on  "Planning  Board  Basics"  which  was  well 
received  by  area  participants. 

♦  Co-hosted  and  organized  three  public  Municipal  Law  Lectures  where 
practicing  attorneys  provide  a  legal  perspective  on  local  planning,  zoning 
and  other  municipal  issues. 

♦  Coordinated  the  15*  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
(HHW),  the  largest  single  day,  multi-site  collection  in  New  Hampshire. 
Renewed  efforts  to  include  a  permanent  HHW  Collection  Center  by  creating 
the  Lakes  Region  Household  Hazardous  Product  Facility  Committee. 

♦  Prepared  and  released  an  annual  report  on  Development  Trends  in  the 
Lakes  Region.  Over  92%  of  all  development  in  the  region  remains 
residential  development. 

♦  Prepared  an  assessment  on  the  way  area  communities  regulate  home 
occupations  through  zoning  ordinances. 

♦  Represented  local  interests  on  the  policy  boards  of  area  economic 
development  councils. 

♦  Performed  approximately  130  traffic  counts  around  the  region,  as  the  result 
of  a  new  initiative  with  the  NH  Department  of  Transportation 

♦  Continued  to  provide  support  to  the  Pemigewasset  River  Local  Advisory 
Committee  leading  to  the  adoption  of  a  River  Corridor  Management  Plan. 

♦  Co-sponsored  a  regional  meeting,  in  cooperation  with  the  NH  Office  of 
State  Planning,  on  the  federal  and  state  flood  insurance  program. 

♦  Expanded  the  digital,  regional  land  use  database;  21  municipalities  are  now 
completed. 
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(LRPC  continued) 

♦  Completed  and  subnnitted  the  Lakes  Region  Tour  Scenic  Byway  Plan,  a 
unique  resource  to  aid  regional  transportation  and  tourisnn. 

♦  Convened  four  area  commission  meetings  that  focused  on  transportation, 
historic  preservation,  Main  Street  and  groundwater. 

♦  Co-hosted  a  tourism  economic  development  forum,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Division  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  and  Belknap  county 
Economic  Development  council. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  Sanbornton  in  the  future.  Feel  free  to  contact  the 
LRPC  at  279-8171  or  on  the  internet  at  www.lakesrpc.org  for  additional 
information,  or  whenever  we  can  be  of  assistance.

On  behalf  of  New  Beginnings  A  Women's  Crisis  Center  and  those  we  serve,  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  Town  of  Sanbornton  for  its  continued  support.  The 
$1,200  allocation  in  2000  assisted  us  in  providing  emergency  services, 
advocacy  and  support  to  those  whose  lives  have  been  affected  by  domestic  and 
sexual  violence. 

New  Beginnings  offers  24-Hour  Crisis  Line.  We  operate  a  full  time  shelter  for 
women  and  children  and  have  safe  homes  for  male  victims:  provide  support 
and  advocacy  at  courts,  hospitals,  police  stations,  and  social  service  agencies. 
New  Beginnings  offers  peer  support  groups  for  those  affected  by  domestic  or 
sexual  violence,  assists  with  needs  assessments,  case  management  and 
housing  options;  and  does  community  outreach  and  education  programs  for 
youth,  teens  and  adults.  All  services  are  confidential  and  are  provided  free 
of  charge. 

The  advocacy,  outreach,  education  and  support  services  our  agency  provides 
represent  many  service  hours.  Our  agency  documented  7,008  requests  for 
services  in  2000. 

New  Beginnings  is  one  of  14  members  of  the  statewide  NH  Coalition  Against 
Domestic  and  Sexual  Violence,  promoting  statewide  networking  and  resource 
sharing  among  domestic  and  sexual  assault  programs.  The  coalition  is  an 
evaluating  body  and  administrator  of  state  and  federal  contracts  that  provide 
subsidiary  funding  for  member  programs  while  advocating  for  legislative  change 
that  affect  victims/survivors  of  domestic  and  sexual  violence. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  support  of  the  Sanbornton  community.  We  are 
dedicated  to  human  service,  social  responsibility  and  fiscal  accountability. 
Although,  New  Beginnings  represents  a  finite  portion  of  the  Sanbornton  Town 
Budget  the  returns  are  immeasurable.  We  welcome  your  participation  in  our 
efforts  to  insure  a  world  of  safety  for  our  children  and  ourselves.

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WINNISQUAM  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Winnisquam  Fire  Department  answered  437  calls  for  aid  during  the  past 
year.  This  was  an  increase  of  about  40  calls  over  the  previous  year  and  an 
increase  of  over  80  calls  in  the  last  two  years.  Our  primary  response  district  is 
the  Winnisquam  Lake  area  of  the  Towns  of  Belmont  and  Sanbornton,  and  of  the 
Tilton-Northfield  Fire  District,  plus  the  Blackbrook  Road  area  of  the  Town  of 
Meredith.  The  breakdown  of  our  calls  in  the  year  2000  showed  the  following 
responses:

As  has  become  the  pattern  for  those  fire  departments  that  cover  both  fire  and 
medical  calls,  our  responses  show  that  over  60  percent  were  for  the  ambulance, 
with  either  medical  or  trauma  related  problems.  Answering  this  challenge,  we 
are  fortunate  in  that  the  25  members  of  our  department  include  two 
Paramedics,  three  EMT-lntermediates,  and  eleven  EMT-Basics,  with  one 
additional  member  now  taking  the  basic  course. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those  at  the  annual  meetings  last  year 
that  supported  our  request  for  a  new  ambulance.  It  provides  us  with  a  more 
adequate  work  area  for  treating  patients  in  advanced  life  care  en  route  to  the 
hospital,  and  because  of  its  up-to-date  design,  to  keep  it  in  compliance  with 
toady's  infection  control  standards. 

With  the  new  Ambulance  last  year,  the  new  Engine  put  into  service  in  1998,  the 
refurbishing  of  our  1981  Engine  several  years  ago,  and  securing  from  the  State 
a  larger  4-wheel  drive  military  vehicle  several  years  ago  to  replace  the  small 
Jeep,  our  vehicles  are  all  in  good  condition,  and  we  should  not  have  to  be 
looking  for  a  replacement  for  any  of  them  for  about  10  years.  However,  by 
concentrating  on  bringing  our  vehicles  up  to  date  over  the  past  few  years,  we 
have  deferred  much  needed  maintenance  on  our  buildings  and  property.  We 
are  looking  to  replace  our  dug  well  with  a  drilled  well  this  year  and  pave  the 
parking  area  next  year.  We  have  reserved  some  monies  from  last  year's 
budget,  which  added  to  monies  in  this  year's  budget  for  building  repairs,  we 
plan  to  refurbish  the  outside  of  the  building  this  coming  summer. 

On  behalf  of  all  of  our  members,  may  I  again  extend  our  thanks  to  all  who  have 
supported  us  at  Town  and  District  Meetings,  through  donations,  and  by  coming 
to  the  dinners  and  other  fund  raisers  that  we  put  on.

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HARMONY  GRANGE  NO.  99 

The  Grange  is  a  fannily  oriented  organization  with  roots  in  rural  communities  all 
across  America.  It  is  also  a  fraternal  order  offering  membership  to  men, 
women  and  children.  Organized  on  December  4,  1867  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the 
Grange  is  the  oldest  agricultural  and  rural  community  service  organization  in 
the  country. 

Harmony  Grange  No.  99  was  organized  on  December  11,  1883  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church  in  Sanbornton.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  Academy  Hall  on 
January  23,  1884.  Later  the  organization  moved  to  the  Town  Hall  and  then 
back  to  Academy  Hall  and  more  recently  to  the  Congregational  Church 
undercroft  that  was  completed  in  1980. 

Over  the  years  Harmony  Grange  has  undertaken  many  projects  in  its  desire  to 
be  of  service  to  the  community.  A  partial  list  includes  the  addition  of  a  kitchen 
to  the  Town  Hall,  later  remodeled,  and  the  digging  of  a  well.  The  Grange  has 
helped  with  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  and  Bandstand  and  the  installation  of  the 
flagpole,  and  has  helped  with  improvements  to  the  Centre  Cemetery  and  the 
grounds  around  the  public  buildings. 

The  largest  project  undertaken,  completed  in  1965,  was  contributing  to  the 
construction  of  a  new  municipal  building  to  house  the  fire  station  and  town 
offices.  Labor  and  equipment  was  supplied  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  It  totaled 
approximately  $6,500.   Grange  families  donated  75%  of  this  amount. 

The  most  recent  project  undertaken  by  Harmony  Grange  is  its  sponsorship  of 
the  senior  housing  initiative.  The  Grange  continues  to  provide  support  and 
membership  to  the  Senior  Housing  Corporation  as  well  as  representation  on  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Harmony  Grange  No.  99,  with  a  present  membership  of  55,  has  made  its 
greatest  contribution  over  many  years  as  a  progressive  force  for  the  good  of  the 
community.  Our  hope  is  that  it  will  continue  in  its  quest  to  preserve,  promote, 
and  perpetuate  a  better  life  for  everyone.

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MOHAWK  TRAIL  RIDERS 

The  Mohawk  Trail  Riders  (MTR's)  Snownnobile  Club  is  a  non-profit  organization 
that  maintains  approximately  56  miles  of  snowmobile  trails  in  Sanbomton  and 
New  Hampton.  The  club's  100+  members  consist  of  about  seventy-five  percent 
New  Hampshire  residents. 

The  Club  incorporated  in  Tilton  in  1969  as  a  New  Hampshire  Snowmobile 
Association  charter  member.  In  1986,  the  club  reorganized  and  moved  to 
Sanbomton  in  an  effort  to  preserve  area  trails  threatened  by  residential 
development  and  neglected  landowner  relations.  It  took  several  years  of  hard 
work  to  acquire  the  permission  of  ail  landowners  and  improve  trails. 

The  clubs  resolve  was  put  to  the  test  during  "Ice  Storm  '98".  For  the  three 
weekends  following  the  storm,  thirty-plus  volunteers  worked  steadily  to  clear  the 
more  than  twenty-five  miles  of  trails  blocked  by  fallen  trees.  Local  officials  were 
grateful  for  our  hard  work,  as  many  of  these  trails  are  class  six  roads  that  would 
have  remained  closed  had  it  not  been  for  our  efforts. 

With  an  organized  trail  system  in  town  snowmobiling  has  flourished.  The  club 
has  worked  closely  over  the  years  to  provide  access  to  several  local  businesses 
including  Steele  Hill  Resort,  Exit  23  Plaza,  and  the  Sanbomton  General  Store. 
Steele  Hill  Resort  was  also  the  host  of  the  1997  and  1998  Snowmobile 
Jamboree's.  This  past  fall,  the  MTR's  hosted  the  second  annual  Landowner 
Appreciation  Dinner,  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  private  landowners  that 
allow  trails  to  cross  their  property  in  town. 

The  MTR's  operate  many  fund-raisers  throughout  the  year  including  raffles,  a 
chicken  barbecue,  and  an  annual  Christmas  Bake  Sale.  We  have  a  dunking 
booth  that  we  use  at  several  events  including  Belmont  and  Tilton  Old  Home 
Days.  Although  funding  our  club  is  critical,  a  large  portion  of  the  funds  raised  at 
these  events  is  donated  to  local  charities  including  New  Hampshire  Easter 
Seals.  At  the  recent  Ride  In  for  Easter  Seals,  the  MTR's  donated  $3,000  to  this 
cause. 

The  MTR's  work  to  ensure  that  snowmobiling  can  be  safely  enjoyed  both  now 
and  for  years  to  come.

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SANBORNTON  SENIOR  HOUSING  CORP.,  INC. 

During  the  past  year,  the  trustees  of  the  Corp.,  along  with  Carol  Adams,  our 
project  coordinator,  and  Jack  Rogers,  our  attorney,  have  been  working  hard  in 
trying  to  acconnplish  the  first  part  of  our  mission.  That  mission  is  to  create 
permanent,  quality,  affordable  housing  opportunities  for  Seniors  in  the  area. 
Senior  relatives  who  live  outside  the  area  could  also  be  included.  The  plans  are 
to  build  24  units  in  6  buildings  on  a  portion  of  the  55  acres  on  Dr.  True  Road. 
These  units  would  be  made  available  to  Seniors  of  all  income  levels. 

It  should  be  mentioned  at  this  point  that  Carol  Adams  has  been  indispensable  in 
the  process  of  developing  this  project.  Because  of  her  extensive  background 
experience,  she  has  been  able  to  get  different  organizations  together  to  form 
partnerships  with  us.  Jack  Rogers,  our  attorney,  has  been  providing  valuable 
legal  advice  and  doing  the  necessary  legal  paperwork.  He  has  been  attending 
all  of  our  meetings  in  addition  to  public  hearings. 

In  regards  to  grants,  the  SSHC  has  received  3  grants  from  the  Lakes  Region 
Charitable  Trust.  One  of  the  grants  is  for  a  Market  Study  which  has  recently 
been  completed.  The  results  of  that  study  indicate  that  there  is  definitely  a  need 
for  more  Senior  Housing.  In  addition,  a  $30,000  Feasibility  Study  Grant  was 
received  from  the  New  Hampshire  Finance  Authority.  That  money  v\/as  used  to 
hire  various  highly  qualified  professionals  to  do  site  analysis,  preliminary 
housing  plans  and  to  check  out  possible  financing  options. 

During  the  month  of  January,  a  well  attended  hearing  was  held  by  the  Planning 
Board.  Some  of  the  residents  in  the  Dr.  True  Road  area  expressed  serious 
concerns  about  the  location  of  the  project  in  that  area  since  25%  of  the  55  acres 
is  classified  as  wetlands.  The  proposed  project  would  take  up  about  6  acres  in 
the  drier  area.  If  the  project  is  carried  out  to  its  completion,  it  is  imperative  that 
the  managers  be  extremely  vigilant  in  seeing  to  it  that  the  Winnisquam  Lake 
and  streams  feeding  in  to  it  do  not  become  polluted. 

At  the  present  time,  the  focus  is  in  obtaining  financing.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will 
be  accomplished  in  the  spring.  The  grants  that  are  being  applied  for  are  very 
competitive.  Other  communities  are  also  applying.  We  are  also  looking  into 
getting  financing  from  local  banks.  If  everything  goes  well  it  might  be  possible 
to  break  ground  this  fall. 

In  conclusion,  we  could  use  more  members  to  help  support  our  cause.  We  ask 
anyone  joining  to  contribute  $20.00.  The  cash  collected  provides  us  with 
unrestricted  funds  that  can  be  used  for ,  as  an  example,  insurance  for  our  board 
of  trustees.
